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JACK HATE'S’ HARU RACK. 

Hawthorne opened its second two weeks term 
of racing yesterday under the most favora)>le 
circumstances. The weather was tine, the track 
waa fast and an enormous crowd — for Monday 
—was out. 

There was a steeplechase slated and this was 
in itself an attraction, althoagh the seven fur- 
long and nine furlong races _ both looked invit- 
ing on pa per. 

The steeplechase furnished one of the keenest 
races of its kind that has ever bsen decided 
over the beautiful course. There were but six 
starter s and only two of these, Jack Hayes and 
Chenier, were ever contenders. But the pair 
furnish ed a cracking good contest, and wound 
it up with both horses and jockeys fighting 
hari , 

Chenier led nearly all of the wsy and cleared 
the last fence three lengths to the good. Along 
aoout the eighth pole, however. Jack Hayes, 
who was under a terrific drive, got up and as 
he was passing O’Brien, on Chenier, crowded 
over and would not allow him to get away. 
Johnson, on Jack Hayes, fought back and 
yelled to O’Brien to stop his interferecco. 
O’Brien paid no attention to this and Johnson 
began to whip him over the head and shoulders. 
This occurred directly in front of the stand and 
in full view of the crowd and everyone thought 
Jack Hayes would be distjualified. Judge Kees, 
though, went to the sensible bottom of the 
interference, and, after hearing k>oth sides of 
the ease, let the race stand as the hordes fin- 
ished, Jack Hayes, Chenier, Gypceivor. The 
decision was a just and popular one. It was 
greeted with cheers. 

‘•Bob” Tucker’s Sir Dixon — Vassar colt Deer- 
ing took the nine furlong race, and in doing so 
showed himself to be one of the best three-year- 
olds at the track. After the first quarter he 
went to the front, setting his own pace and won 
nnder a stont pull in 1:54. Considering the 
easy manner in which he won and the time, the 
race was far above the ordinary. 

Benneville displayed fine speed in the seven 
furlongs race that be won. He carried 113i 
pounds and led from flag fall to finish. He was 
eased almost to a walk at the end. Vandnsen 
rode Benneville and evidently knew just what 
the horse could do. He ran the first five fur- 
longs in 59i seconds. This naturally killed the 
others off and put Benneville so far in front that 
be could well afford to loaf the rest of the 
jonrn ey. 

Lady Elite, the natural favorite at about 9 to 
5, won the initial five-furlong spin for two- year- 
olds off by herself. She was ridden by Beau- 
champ, who took the shortest route and saved 
a world of ground on the stretch turn. 

The second race, a mile selling affair, fell to 
Her Favor. The filly was far the best, but at 
that was lucky to win. Dil Paso II. finished 
second and Henry Launt third. The latter, 
though, was set back for fouling Del Paso II. 
and Amelia Fonso was given third place. 

The last race was a picnic for Brigade. He 
was a 1 to 3 shot and won with Everett looking 
around and pulling him as hard as he could. 

008SIP OF THE TURF. 

In a letter from Saratoga. Tom Magee. Ed 
Corrigan’s manager, has the following to say of 
the horses in bis charge : 

“Oor horses haven’t been doing any too well 
since coming here. Qoldsn Rule and Sardine 
were both coughing pretty bad, but seem to be 
getting over it and may be all right when the 
meeting begins here. I hope so, for I’m anxious 
to see how Golden Rule will compare with the 
two-year-olds here. We have twelve horses 
here— Sam Tate, Cabrillo, Corsine, Adolph 



Spreckels and .seven two-year-olds, viz. : Golden 
Rule, Sardine, St. Anthony, Wallenstein, Sam 
Howard, Joe McGee, Basseda— and will run 
most of them at this coming meeting. Pat Dunne 
has been doing very well; was second in the 
Suburban with Bannockburn, and has won two 
stake races with a horse named Fly By Night. 
He sold Survivor for a good price, and sold Ap- 
proval for a much bigger price in New York 
after he bad won a race and a good b?t on him. 
Pat is a good horseman and has good judgment. 
Racing is on a firm basis in the east, as the 
recent sales of yearlings will show. The prices 
realized were something unheard of for a long 
time. Haggin was the only one that bad a bad 
sale, and he is to blame for it himself, for buy- 
ers knew, or bslieved they did, that Haggin 
picked out the best of his yearlings and let Jen- 
ning. Green Morris and others have them, there 
fora they wouldn’t attend or buy his ‘culls,’ as 
they called his yearlings. 8o the only way for a 
bleeder is to sell them all without reserve.” 



In point of attendance and monetary returns 
from all sources it is estimated thas the recent 
Sheepshead Bay meeting excelled any of its 
predecessors, profitable as the meetings at that 
great track have bean for many years. The 
owners whose horses earned for them $1,500 or 
more during the progress of the meeting were 
as follows :

Two of the best three-year-olds developed on 
the western circuit this season will tackle the 
best they have in the east at Saratoga. Corri- 
gan’s Corsini. winner of the California Darby 
and Clark Stakes, is there and Schorr will 
bring W, Overton with his string. Notwith- 
standing the latter’s poor showing in the St. 
Louis Derby bis trainer, George Walker, holds 
to the belief that the son of Belvidere is a cult 
of the highest class. 

“W. Overton’s performance in the St. Louis 
Derby is no criterion of the colt’s real class as 
a Derby horse, in my bumble estimation at 
least,” declared the competent trainer of the 
Schorr string the other day. “He received a 
hurried preparation for that stake and consid- 
ering the condition of the track the day the 
race was run bis performance was no surprise 
to me. Overton is at his bsst over a bard fast 
track. It cannot be too hard for him. As a 
two-year-old be was at bis best over the paste- 
board track at Washington Park, He could 



not run a lick over the Montgomery Park track 
at Memphis and prior to his arrival here he had 
no work to speak of. This gave ns about a 
month to fit him to run the Derby route with 
hie weight op. Rain then came along and de- 
layed the colt’s ‘prep’, the result being bis poor 
performance the day of the race. We did the 
best we could but bis race demonstrated that 
be was hardly fit and ready to run a mile and a 
half with his weight up against seasoned 
horses, some of whom- had nothing on their 
backs. Overton may never again be asked to 
go a mile and a half. I am satisfied that if he 
ever is he will come mighty near making good.” 
—St. Louis Republic. 

It appears that the Schorr horses are to be 
seat to Saratoga and nut to Chicago, though 
a detachment may be reserved for this place. 
It is reported that fourteen horses from the 
string will be sbioped to Saratoga within a few 
days. A St. Louis writer says of the matter: 
“Sam Phillips and Greenock will be relied on 
to carry the Schorr colors to victory in the big 
juvenile races at Saratoga during the coming 
meeting. F. W. Brode and Aberdale will nut 
be taken east with the stable. Abardale is to 
be reserved for the winter campaign at Frisco, 
while F. W. Brode will be given a rest, and then 
prepared for a fall campaign at Chicago or 
New York. Bam Phillips is considered the bast 
two-year-old developed on the western circuit 
this season, with the possible exception of The 
Conqueror. 

The New Jersey Jockey Club track, at Eliza- 
beth, which waa opened October 16, 1889, and 
closed in 1894, will be sold by the club. The 
track and grounds cover 150 acres, and cost 
originally nearly $300,000, but are now only 
valued by the State Board of Taxation at 
$15,000. The Board of Directors held a meeting 
recently, at which it was decided to dissolve the 
club, and a committee consisting of Michael F. 
Dwyer and C. Cornohlsen, of New York, and 
Francis C. O’Reilly, of Orange, were appointed 
to wind up its affairs, and a meeting of the 
shareholders will be held August 3 at the track 
to ratify the report of the committee. There 
were 5.C00 shares of stuck in the club, and 3,500 
were represented at the meeting. The fine 
buildings on the racetrack are falling into 
decay, and can only be pulled down and sold as 

old lumber.
